EDISON'S AMBITION. 


The Wonderful Cheapening of Elec- 


tricity He Hopes I<\vr. 


AKBOK, (O.), December 26.—Thomas 


A. EJison spent Christmas with his 
father-in-law, Louis Miller, ot this city. 
In an interview to day he said he was 
now working on an invention whereby 
elsotrioity would be produced direct 
from coal, dispensing entirely 
-with 


boilers, engines, dynamos, etc., uov re- 
quired. Besides, be said, he would 1139 
nearly the entire heat units of the ooal, 
instead of only about five per cent, as is 
done by^the present system of burning. 


The Virginia Chionicle states that 


"the report that Frank Newlanda is go- 
ing to shy his sack into the ring and ou- 
ter the lists for United States Senator :u

intends to take legal steps to have the 
election of Mayor Pond s»t asido on the 
ground of fraud during the election. 


Notice has been given to the Super- 


intendent of the Southern Pacific Com* 
pany's repair shops that all men not 
actually required for the repairing work 
of the company should be dismissed 
from service on January 1st.

means the discharge of over 200 men, 
which will make the total of Jismihsu's 
for the whole month over 1,000.
